The bill provides for the establish- 


ment of two funds, one permanent and 
the other for current expenses. 
The 


permanent fund shall consist of all do- 
nations, bequests and grants of money 
or property made for the purposes for 
which the bill Is Intended. The cur 
rent fund shall Include all of the Inter- 
est on the permanent fund, the as- 
sessment of one per cent, of the sal 
aries of all of the teachers in the 
state effected by the act. and shall 
meet the semi-annual disbursements 
of benefits due and running expenses. 


The management is left in the hands 


of a board of five trustees one of whom 
shall he the attorney general of the 
state and the other four to be ap- 
pointed by the governor of the state, 
for a term of three years, the com- 
missioners to serv* without pay. 


Who Are Eligible. 


Any one engaged 
In the state In 


any teaching or .»chool manageclal ca- 
pacity, whatsoever, not at the present 
time in a school employing a pension 
system, shall ho eligible to benefit by 
the provisions of the act. An annuity 
shall be paid on a basis of years of 
service and the -nvcrage of tho salary 
received by the applicant for the five 
ynrs next preceding the application 
for the benefits of the act. 
To ascer- 


tain the annuity, one per cent, of the 
average salary Is multiplied by the 
number Of rears the teacher has been 
'n continuous pursuit or the occupa- 
tion. 


The levy of one per cent, of the sal- 


ary of the teachers shall be deducted 
by the auditor of the county before 
issuing the vouchers .for their salar- 
ies nnd It Is thus provided that them 
shall be a compulsory keepln'g up of 
the annuity fund for the payment of 
such annuities as full due.
